In Malaya 
Discovered? 


Kuala Lumpur, Aug. 13. 

A team of archaeologists 
led by Mr K, C. Tregonning, 
Acting — Field Director, 
Archacological Society, Uni- 
versity of Malaya, has just 
discovered what they think 
may be six major sites of 
‘tthe first Indian colony in 
Malaya in the first century 
AD. 

They have already found two 
pedestals of ancient Indian 
origin Ip the arva lying between 
the rivers Muda and Merbok, in 
Seuth Kedah, the  northern- 
most State on the cast coast of 
Malaya. In 1912, in the same 
region, a golden gate wos dis- 
covered, 

The archaeologists did not 
revyeul the names of the sites as 
they wanted to prevent pilfer- 
age before the excavating pro- 
cess takes place. This will be 
done next year. 

The Indlan traders from the 
Coromandel coast began to 
arrive in the Maloyan peninsula 
and other parts of the archipel- 
tgo in great numbers about the 
first century AD.
